ORDER 

New Delhi, the 2nd February 1972 

S.O. 92(E).—Whereas by Order No. S.O. 3745, dated the 4Jh October, 1971, the 
Central Government (hereinafter referred to as 'the Government’), in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 6B of the Dock Workers (Regu¬ 
lation of Employment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948;, superseded the Madras Dock Labour 
Board for a period of four months; 

And whereas the said period of supersession shall expire on the 3rd February, 

1972; 

And whereas the Government considers it necessary to extend the said period; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 6B of the said Act the Government extends the period of 
supersession of the said Board upto the 29th February, 1972; 

And further, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
6B of the Act, the Government hereby specifies that Shrl R. Balasubramanian, 
Chairman, Madras Port Trust shall continue to exercise all the powers and perform 
all the functions which were exercised or performed by the Madras Dock Labour 
Board before its supersession under the said Order.
